Nextcloud started as a self-hosted file sync and share application 

• Inspired by a combination of the desire for 'dropbox-like' functionality and 
the desire to 'own your own data' 

Today, Nextcloud is a platform for applications of many types 


• From calendar and contacts, to email, to collaborative 


document editing, and even video chat and IM

• test by going to http://localhost/ in your browser; chrome/firefox/etc on a 
GUI desktop or w3nn 

o if you are doing this on a headless server, you will need to open the firewall to allow 
connections to port 80. This is done by running the following commands: 


■ firewall-cmd --zone=public 

■ firewall-cmd --reload 


--add-port=8 0/tcp --permanent- __ 
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MariaDB 


• systemctl enable mariadb 

• systemctl start mariadb 

• mysql_secure_installation - This is a MUST-DO for a production-level 
server or if your server is internet-facing. We will do it during this denno in 
order to set a root password for MariaDB 

o set root password DONT FORGET THIS PASSWORD 

• answer y to remaining questions; this will secure your 
DB install and remove test databases and users
